It is only 
wbea be ia M mri laaiad. Mid aa longer 
lakea a part in comtnon plai e ronreriu, 
that his merits are understood and apprec 
led. Waahingto% ai the midat of 
mighty sui^lea^ was i^ieve<i b V n ilic>u- 
Mind detractkma. Prieeily, whom we are 
now ill the habit of looking beck to a.s a 
great man, was very fiv firom baiog conaid- 
efodgnal wbilabalieai. OiaNd ftom his 
home by a fanatical mob, and coldly sym- 
pathised with by men of learoiqg, he died 
an exile from the counirf wIMl waa on- 
worthy of him. it would be telling a twen- 
ty-:imea told tale to go over the histories of 
"great authors" from Homer downwards, 
who were ^ Uealad not in the handaoroMi 
manual while they were living and pouring 
lorth their deathless efTusions. Unfortunate- 
ly for men who in some way distinguish 
ibMMilves in liteiataM^ art% philoaophv, or 
stateamanstiip, they are usually judifed of 
while in life, not exclusively in reference to 
their services or Isbors, but to a large extent 
in adWi d i n aiip n lo preCMsional and other 
jealomia% ar io connection with sectarian 
and party views. In Great Britain, a na 
tive haa much leu chance of gaiaiiw celeb- 
rity for hia diarovariaa ia aeiMM. or biaa 
cellence in ait, than a foreigner. Had Lie 
big been a professor in a London instead of 
a German University, he would 
have baeaJilleaedio aiilb the patience ani 
respeel be bas been. We should not only 
have been too familiar with his name ant 
person, but have beeu jealoua of his repo- 
teliaa. h ie a tomlly dMhrent thing when 
we have to in\estig8fe the pretensions of a 
man who lives a thousand mi las off. He 
is, then, as respects our own Airs, sagaoi 
ee dead, and ia aoc likely to trouble us.— 
One caa aaake nothing by condemnim 
him, while k ia Mite safe topraiae him: we 
can in hia caee afebrd lo be mognanimoialy 
impartial. No aaan receivea auch 
0119 and coi dial testimonials of his high 
claims to consid^atioo, as he who i« going 
to quit tbaaoaM of hia Ibbeaa. nmmiea 
hasten to awear to him an e\ eilasting friend- 
sliip. Rivals weep bitter tears that they 
are lu lose m great a liunioary from their 
system. The wailimioaanb occasions 
are ever put to good hMfaift. We all know 
how to he generous when the gener- 
osity places any pbject of deare the more 
smaly within oar reach. 

But moie than this: all have email pre- 
judicea to cherish, aad it ia ail uaaal to 
apeak wttb raapeet of a penM wbo ia any 

way deranges the complacency of foregone 
conclusions. The outer world, in a state 
of a happy iaaoceaoe, imMiaea tbat tbe 
leamed, so-called, are worahippers at the 
shrine of Truth. Alaa! how few are there 
who are not followera of idols. Each has 
Hp cheriabed fancy, which he foek bound to 
ooaahat fbr in all drcomataneea; and wo to 
the man who audaciously brings distrust on 
his opinions! While motivm so uapacioiH, 
independently of eenaiiaaMlMmafa atem 
er arid le« creditable nature, are permitted 
to influence the jud^.ent, can we be aur-

So much fur the general inf]urnce.s which 
lend 10 reprem the growth of "great men." 
Lai i^ l awaaer, egain be lamaaabarad. dmt 
in very many instances the chfck on great 
neas is iixlependeni of external circumstan- 
ces. No individual can expect lo travel on 
the path lo foaae wiiboat getting ruba by Uie 
way . The more prominent a man becomes, 
the more is he expo.ied lo challenge; and it 
would be well for bim not lo
